Washington, May 18.—(Special.) 
The Georgia judgeship bill, creating 
an additional judicial district in the 
state completed its last legislative step 
Tuesday with acceptance by the house, 
without a dissenting voice of the con- 
ference report. The senate approved 
the report Monday, which recommend- 
ed the George bill passed by the 
senate instead of the Larsen measure 
passed originally by the house. 

The measure in its final form was 
being enrolled and engrossed Tues- 
day and will be sent to the white 
house as soon as these technicatities 
are completed. Its signature by the 
president is expected before the end 
of the week. The approval of Presi- 
dent Coolidge is assured, as the prin- 
ciple of the measure was indorsed 
by the department of justice before 
legislation was initiated in congress. 

The conference report was called 
up in the house Tuesday by Repre- 
sentative Crisp, read and accepted, 
without a single objection. Members 
of the Georgia delegation who have 
stood for the house measure, which 
places Valdosta in the southern dis- 
trict, presented no opposition, agree- 
ing for the snke of harmony and the 
success of the legislation to stand 
by the. form of the measure as fixed 
by the conference. The George bill 
places the Valdosta division in the 
new middle district. 

Optimism Prevalent. 

Optinism was prevalent among

Geneva, May 18.—Extension of the 
tension of the terms of the Washing- 
ton conference to provide further 
naval disarmament and regional agree- 
men ; to bring military disarmament 
are favored by the United States gov- 
ernment, Hugh Gibson, the American 
' representative, told the League of Na- 
tions preliminary disarmament com- 
mission Tuesday. 

Meeting for the first time in a 
league of disarmament conference 
gathering on an equal footing, Gibson 
and Cv.unt Von _ Bernstorff, German 
wartime ambassador to the Urxited 
States stood out prominently among 
the speakers at the ozeneing session 
of the commission. 

Both pledged that their nations 
sought disarmament whic’: looked to 
avoidan - of future armed conflicts, 
Gibson, with conc ete suggestions, 
carefully outlined the American atti- 
tude toward any league disarmament 
meeting which might -come ag a re- 
sult .’ the present i*ssiots, 

Predictions of Failure. 

Predictions of ultimate failure of 
the proposed league disarmament 
meeting were somewhat strengthened 


by the immediate introduction by 
French, Belgian and Italian delegates 
of the claim that industrial potential- 
ities of a country must be iaken into 
consideration before any extensive dis- 
armament could be accomplished. 

The positions of the French and 
Italian delegates were in conflict 
with that of Lord Robert Cecil, Brit- 
ish representative, at the cutset. Paul 
Boncour for France, Broukere for 
Belgium and Demarinis for Italy, who 
followed Cecil, flatly opposed his 
thesis which was to limit reduction on 
the basis of peace-time effectiveness

The United States, Gibson said, 
would welcome all steps tending to 
limit competitive naval construction. 
Agreements to limit armaments, he 
maintained, should constitute helpful 
guarantees of national security which 
would facilitate still turther reduc- 
tions. 

Germany Disarmed. 


“The German people and the Ger- 
man republic follow with greatest in- 
terest the efforts of the League of Na- 
tions to bring disarmament,” said 
Count von Bernstorff, who followed 
Gibson. “We are convinced that 
armaments always lead to war. The 
world cannot support economically an- 
other great conflict. 

“Arbitration has advanced so far 
as a result of the Locarno treaties 
that sufficient security is now as- 
sured to permit realization of our 
disarmament hopes. Germany is hope- 
ful that the proposed conference will 
inaugurate a new era where arma- 
ments and competition in building 
armaments will be impossible.”

“What constitutes armaments?’ has 
been opened.

The final chapter in the annals of 
Fulton ceunty’s criminal gallows his- 
tory was believed to have been writ- 
ten Tuesday afternoon when Mack 
Wooten, negro, convicted slayer of 
Dan H. Williams, wealthy Atlanta 
Iumberman, was hanged 
Tower. 

Governor’ Walker early Tuesday 
morning declined to interfere with the 
sentence of the court, and Attorneys 
Swift Tyler and Joe Lewis, defense 
counsel, immediately were denied a 
writ of habeas corpus by Judge FE. PB. 
Pomeroy in Fulton superior court. The 
lawyers claimed that the sentence of 
death was vacated because Wooten 
was first sentenced to die in the elec- 
trie chair in Milledgeville and after- 
wards the sentence was changed to 
death by hanging. 

The rebuilt gallows claimed its last 
life at 3:18 o'clock. Tuesday after- 
noon, Wooten being pronounced dead 
20 minutes later by Dr. W. J. Au- 
ten; county physician, and Dr. D. D. 
Ny eDoneld, who assisted Dr. Auten.

Woo- 
ten was asked if he desired to say 
anything. The negro replied only with 
a short prayer, during which his voice 


faltered. He asked blessings for Sher- 
iff Lowry, his executioner; his 74- 
year-old mother, whom he declared did 
not know of his predicament, and 
eried for forgiveness for the murder 
of Williams, which he admitted. ~ 

J. D: Bazemore, deputy sheriff, in 
charge of the Tower, read the death 
warrant, following a reading of scrip- 
tures and a prayer by the Rey. Harry 
Williams, of the Goodwill Industrial 
school. 

The trap was sprung by a deputy 
and Wooten’s body hurtled through 
the trap. Twenty minutes later he 
was removed from the gallows dead. 


Legal Complications. 


The Williams murder case has 
brought about numerous legal compli- 
cations. Wooten was found guilty in 
Fulton superior court and was sen- 
tenced to pay the death penalty by 
electrocution. It was discovered that 
the negro had been indicted prior 
to passage of the electrocution act and, 
therefore, was subject to hanging. 

This discovery made it necessary for 
rebuilding the old Fulton county gal- 
lows in the Tower, which had been 
torn down, and the negro ag? given 
a 60-day respite from March 1 

County officials were under the im- 
pression that Wooten was to be 
hanged Monday and bad made prep- 
arations for his execution, but Sheriff 
Lowry checked up on the records at 
the state capitol and found that 
Wooten had been respited until Tues- 
day. 

Defense Attorney Tyler Monday ar- 
cued before Governor Walker for com- 
+ mutation of sentence on the grounds 
that the negro shot Williams in the 
belief that Williams intended to kill 
him. e Georgia prison commission 
declined to recommend clemency on 
this same plea. 

Williams was shot when he went to 
the servants’ quarters in. the rear of 
his home to quell an alleged disturb- 
ance. As he entered the front door of 
the servants’ house, he is said to have 
been shot down by Wooten.

handle and supervise the expenditure of large 
sums of money for public improvements and 
are considered worthy of their hire and en- 
titled to just fees. 

You gentlemen are the representatives of 
the taxpayers who have been selected to 
see that this large sum of money is properly 
spent, and you should not approve of any 
acti@h that you would not employ in your 
own business, and we do not believe there 
is a business man among you that would 
consider the erection of a building of your 
own in any haphazard or experimental man-+ 
ner, but would employ 4 reputable and 
established architectural firm to handle your 
work and consider the movey paid them 
well spent. 

It is a certainty, borne out by the expe- 
gience of large private builders and by mu- 
nicipalities generally over the country, that 
an organization capable of handling this 
work canm§ be built up and maintained 
except at an expense much greater than the 
professional architects’ fees, and that if 
such an organization is not built up, then 
the work must be turned over te incompe- 
tent hands, which would be expensive from 
a building standpoint, and probably unsafe 
from a standpoint of the children attending 
schools.

Tribute to Pioneers. 


Dr. Rondthaler drew a vivid pic- 
ture of conditions in the south imme- 
diately following the war between the 
states, and paid highest tribute to 
the courage and the vision of the cot-

RIGHTS OF THE STATES. . 


Some days before his address at 
Williamsburg, Virginia, on Saturday 
last The Constitution commented 
favorably upon President Coolidge’s 
signs of opposition to growing bu- 
reaucracy in the federal govern- 
rient. At Williamsburg he spoke 
out in meeting and hit the evil with 
a master fist. His words of protest 
had the ring of Henry and the state- 
craft logic of Jefferson. 

In this day it is novel, undoubt- 


breath upon so flourishing a pub- 
lic plant. But+it will immensely en- 
courage those who have watched 
with patriotic foreboding the rapid 
growth of the unrepublican system 
of bureau and commission control 
They have, as 
the president warns, dragged the 
nation into the valley of decision \ 
where judgment must be had be-, 
tween government by responsible 
coherent administration or by in- 
dependent. official corporations, 
created by and answerable only to 
the political powers of’ chameleon 
congresses. , 

The growth of bureaucracy is 
chargeable to both parties and is 
sustained by the votes of their con- 
gressmen. The root of the system 
is the transfer of state functions 
to the federal government—a sys- 
tem of centralization not only never 
contemplated by the makers of our 
constitution of government, but in 
direct contravention of the funda- 
mental principles which guided 
them in making it. 

Jefferson, in his first inaugural 
address, crystallized the thoughts 
of the founders when he demanded 
“the support of the state govern- 
ments in all their rights, as the 
most competent administration for 
our domestic concerns andthe 
surest bulwarks against anti-repub- 
lican tendenciés,” 

Lincoln, in his first’ inaugural, 
quoted the platform of his party, 
“that the maintenance inviolate of 
the rights of the states . is 
essential to that balance of power 
on which the protection and en- 
durance of our political fabric de- 
pend;” and in a special message of 
July 4, 18614, said: “Whatever

New York ‘was originally a “natn- 
ral cotton market,”’ being located in 
the “middle ground” between pro- 
ducers in the south and cotton mills 
of Europe and New England. This 
condition was changed by the erec- 
tion of cotton mills in the south— 
and the New York exchange became 
solely a great cotton futures market— 
sustained in its control of prices 
through act of congress. Under this 
system every farmer in the United 
States is taxed with the freight cost to 
New York, although his bale may be 
used in a mill within a mile of his 
farm—a loss in 1925 to the farmers 
of $80,000,000 and an economic waste 
to all people. 

The cotton mills “hedge” their pur- 
chase of actual cotton from the spot 
merchant by “selling” and buying 
“contracts” on the New York ex- 
change—and the spot merchant— 
“hedges” by “buying and selling” con- 
tracts on the New York cotton ex- 
change. And although the actual cat- 
ton is bought from the farmer its sale 
value is determined by the “traders” 
on the New York exchange on a “basic 
grade” “middling” one of nine “stand- 
ard” grades fixed by United States 
law. This “middling” grade approxi-f{ 
mates about 25 per cent of usual crop. 

The price on the other eight grades 
about 75 per cent of the crop, is 
fixed under the law, from day to day, 
by the “10 authorized spot cotton 
markets” composed of local buyers, 
according to their collective buying 
and selling needs. “ 

The “standard” grades as adopted 
by law, play a most important . part 
in the buying of cotton from the farm- 
er, although the secretary of agricul- 
ture has approved types of cotton

“Cussin’ John Thrasher opens the 
first store in 1839. Willis Carlisle 
opens the second store, 1842, and it is 
he who predicts the great city to be.” 
Later in Miss Huff's account these 
lines are found: 

“  . . Carlisle’s daughter lives to see 
A house replace each towering tree.’ 

Nothing is overlooked by Miss Huff. 
She tells of the eity’s first jail deliv- 
ery, when incensed friends.of a num- 
ber of incarcerated Atlantans lift the 
“callaboose” from its foundations and 
free the prisoners. She tells of the 
burning of Atlanta in 1864 and of 
the reconstruction period which fol- 
lowed. 

The coming of the first telephone in

She ends with a portrayal of the 
Confederate memorial at Stone Moun- 
tain.

A good 
many of the strangers who attempt 
this—they are almost always strang- 
ers; somehow intimates seldom at- 
tempt to consult ne at all, except an 
occasional absent-minded curb consul- 
tation—many of these strangers ar- 
range the things by writing or tele- 
graphing ahead just when they will 
arrive. “In your city,” they say—as 
though I were a one-city man. Of 
course it is only a 0.006 chance that 
I will be in the city selected for the 
consultation. That is one of the main 
distinctions between myself and the 
ordinary quack.

Cedartown, Gs., May 18.—Funeral 
services for Dr. E. H. Richardson, 76, 
who died here Saturday, were con- 
ducted Monday afternoon from the 
home.

Hickey be tabled. 

Hickey asked for the jurist’s re- 
moval under the formal blanket accu- 
sation of “high crimes and misde- 
meanors in office,” charging him spe- 
cifically with acting as “tax fixer’ 
through “influence with high govern- 
ment officials” in filing of tax returns 
and fa aiding in reversing a decision 
in favor of a chemical company in 
which Meekins held a voting interest 
at that time. Judge Meekins has de- 
nied having had such a financial in- 
terest in the company prior to his res- 
ignation as coyasel for the alien prop- 
erty custodian. 

Chairman Graham, of the judiciary 
committee said today that the commit- 
tee will consider the report this week, 
probably tomorrow.

Londos, in his several 
matches here, has shown all the po- 
tentialities of a champion, and, with 
his cohorts, thinks tonight is his big 
opportunity. 

Both in Shape. 

Fresh from a siege of training at 
Jack Dempsey’s Hendersonville camp, 
Jimmy is in wonderful shape. Beau- 
\‘tifully proportioned, despite his great 
muscular development, he always is 
in condition, but he never looked as 
neat and trim as when he breezed back 
into Atlanta Tuesday night. 

Stecher also looked fit Tuesday, and 
after a round of golf Tuesday morn- 
ing and a brief workout on the mat 
during the afternoon, he was declared 
ready by his brother, Tony, who 
handles the managerial reins. 

The pair have met thrice before, 
and each time has Stecher emerged 
triumphant, but on each occasion he 
has been pushed a little harder, and 
in their last meeting in St. Louis, the 
champ wormed his way off the mat 
no less than 18 times to evade Lon- 
‘ dos’ punishing holds, 

The Greek'’s training period has 
been devoted largely to perfecting a 
defense agninst Joe’s terrible scissors 
hold. He has taken every means of 
toughening his stomach muscles, and 
thinks he has figured out a way to 
nullify the terrific pressure of the 
Stecher legs. 

“The best defense against the acis- 
sors is not to let Joe get the hold,” 
he said. “However, if he does get the 
scissors clamped on, there is only one 
thing to do, and that is to lie as quiet 
ns possible. The scissors works like 
a vise, and the more one twists and 
turns, the higher the hold gets. I 
have toughened my abdominal muscles 
to such an extent that I think I can

BAD WEATHER AGA 
HALTS WILKINS FH

Fairbanks, Alaska, May 18.—Bad 
weather again prevented Captain 
George H,. Wilkins from hopping off 
yesterday in the monoplane Detroiter 
into the arctic unknown in search of 
new lands for the United. States. The 
commander of the Detroit Arctic ex- 
pedition has been weather bound now 
for more than a week on this rim of 
the polar ice pack. He probably could 
have flown through the mist, but 
since the sighting of new land is the 
main. objective of his expedition, he 
could not afford to have less than 
good visibility. , 

Captain Wilkins, his navigator, 
Thomas G. Lanphier, and his pilot, 
Charles M. Wisely, will fly in the 
Detroiter northwest from Barrow 
when they hop off. The vast unex- 
plored area northwest of Point Bar- 
row is almost twice as. large as the 
unexplored portion to the northeast. 
To the northwest lies an area of 500,- 
000 square miles or about twice the 
area of the state of Texas. ‘The un- 
known area. to the northeast is about | 
300,000 square miles or a little more 
than the size of Texas. Captain Wil- 
kins’ course will take him far west 
of the path made recently by the 
Norge. 

Robert Waskey, radio operator of | 
the expedition at Barrow is piercing | 
the static wall of northern Alaska 
regularly, but only during the few 
hours just before or just after mid- 
night here, which means six hours 
later than New York time, few people 
in the United States realize that Point 
Barrow and Fairbanks are more than 
1,000 miles west of Seattle.

Rome, May 18.—(#)—Fascism’s 
system for the solution of class war, 
which is intended to sound the death 


knell of the strike and lockout, and 
which Premier Mussolini considers 
one of the most important of his ie Ber 
ernment’s contributions to 
statecraft, was approved today by. the 
cabinet after nearly a year’s study. 

The basic principle of the tremen- 
dously complicated system is the right 
and power of the government to con- 
trol directly through the new ministry 
of corporations and the elaborate ma- 
chinery of subsidiary organizations the 
entire productive life of the nation. 

“The instruments capital and la- 
bor, Rome manual and intellectual,”’ 
the cabinet decision avers, “are no 
longer opposed to the state and its 
essential organs, but are inserted vi- 
tally into the state organism.”’ 

Explaining the system, spokesmen 
of the government pointed out that 
fascism considered the nation’s produc- 
tivity an essential part of its patri- 
mony: hence control over productivity 
should be exercised by the govern- 
ment alone, a liberal trade union sys- 
tem creating a state within a state, 
which was intolerable. 

Non-Italians will not be permitted 
membership, but will profit by collec- 
tive labor contracts and pay dues. 
Special associations, with no restrict- 
ed liberties, are provided for employ- 
ees of the state administrative serv- 
ices, 
railways, and postal and telegraphic 
services, 

Since the system intends to control 
the relations between labor and capital | 
all associtions of non-producers will 
‘be dissolved; only laborers and em-' 
ployers will be permitted to belong 
to the fascist associations, 
mediary classes, like small land hold- 
ers, or renters, shopkeepers and all | 
persons who work or employ labor.
